As the average yield of wheat, for the past 
eight years was 29 bushels per acre with 
prices as at present, 85 cents, (and it was 
much higher in years past, when encugh was 
not raised to meet the growing wants of the 
country), the gross receipts are $23 20, aud net 
profits 310.60. 

For the same periol, the average yield 
of oats has been 57 bushels to the acre, 
which at present price, 25 cents, nets the 
farmer over all expens’s $2.05. Tne price of 
oats a year agé was about 60 cents per bushel. 
The fizures of this year are most unprecedent~ 
edly low because of the large acreage sown 
in 1883, and the heavy yield of tbat season. 
About 35 cents may be taken a3 an average 
price for past years, and that would sow 
a uet profit of $7.74 per acre without turning 
a hand for its produciion, Our figures in 
wheat will show to better advantage when 
saupared? with the average yield of other 
countries for the same eight years as follows :
